2. In the statement of claim füled by the Gen. Secretary 
of the Union it is stated that M / s . Vrindavan Restaurant, 
Vasco da Gama, Goa , is one of the leading eating houses 
and restaurant in the whole Goa ; its turn over is many times 
more than the average restaurant and catering houses in 
this territory , the restaurant employs more than 25 emplo 
yees, whose wages are extremely low . The Union made a 
demand by letter at. 3-10-1977 , addressed to the employer , 
for the payment of bonus at the rate of 20 percent of the 
annual wages, inclusive of food value, for the accounting 
year 1976-77 ; in reply , the employer informed that the bonus 
calculations were not finalised and that they will pay the 
bonus, if payable , only after the calculations were ready . 
Suddeniy , on 21-11-77, the employer issued a notice declaring 
bonus for the year 76-77 at the rate of 12.3 percent and cal 
ling upon the workers to collect it on 29-11-77; the workers 
protestei boy a peaceful demonstration . The employer decia 
red lockout with effect from 30-11-77, to which the Union 
reacted by its letter dated 30-12-77. In the conciliation pro 
ceedings before the Assti. Labour Commissioner there was 
a settlement, whereby the management agreed to lift the 
lockout w.e.f. 1-1-78 and the workers agreed to restore nor 
malcy and status quo on 30-11-77. Both the parties agreed 
to negoziate regarding the issue of bonus and , incase they 
failed to arrive at a settlement, they would approach the 
conciliation officer. As the dispute could not be solved amic 
ably between the parties , the conciliation officer was approa 
ched bu : there too the conciliation failed and hence this re 
ference . It is submitted that, the balance shest and the pro 
fit and toss account for the year ending 31-3-77 prepared 
by the employer cannot be relied upon , as it did not show 
the correct position of the profits earned by the employer . 
It is przyed that the employer be directed to pay bonus of 
20 percent to the einployees .

SHORT RECITAL OF THE CASE 


AWARD 


This is a reference made by the Government under Section 
10 ( 2 ) of the I.D.A., 1947, hereinafter called the Act, to this 
Tribunal foc adjudication of a dispute between the above 
parties . The Schedule annexed to the Order of Reference , 
which bears No. IRM / CON ( 110 ) / IT -10 / 76 / 1222 dated 5th 
August, 1976 reads : 

“ Whether the action of the Management of M / s. Goa 
Urban Co -operative Bank Ltd., in discharging Shri Gu 
rudas Rauji Kuwelkar, Clerk with effect from 2nd De 
cember , 1975 is justified ? 
If not, to what relief the said workman is entitled to ? " 


2. The case of the workman , as per his statement of claim , 
18 as follopis : 


The Goa Shops and Industrial Workers Union , Margao , 
( hereinafter referred to as the Union ) representing the work 
men of M / s Vrindavan Restaurant, Vasco - da -Gama, (herein 
after referred to as the Management ) raised the demand for 
20 % bonus for the accounting year 1976-77. Since the matter 
could not be settled between the parties the matter was 
taken up by the Assistant Labour Commissioner and Conci 
liation Officer . Befo the Conciliation Officer the Manage 
ment informed that they have declared and paid 12.3 % 
bonus for the said year as per the Payment of Bonus Act, 
1865. The Union did not agree to this bonus declared by the 
Management for the said year . As no settlement could be 
reached before the Conciliation Officer , the conciliation Of 
ficer recorded a failure and sent the failure report of conci 
liation vide his failure report dated 2-2-1978 to the Secretary, 
Industries and Labour. The Government of Goa , Daman and 
Diu thereafter referred the dispute to the Industrial Tribunal 
-cum -Labour Court, Panjim , which is registered as Reference 
No. IT - 24 / 78 . During the pendency of the Reference the 
parties again discussed the issue mutually and arrived at 
the following settlement. 

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT . 
1. The Management agrees to pay and the Union agrees 

to accept 4.16 % bonus over and above 12.3 % bonus 
already paid to the workmen during the said year 

1976-77 . 
2. The Management agrees to pay the above amount 

on or before 15th October 1980 . 
3. The Union agrees that in view of clause ( 1 ) above, 

their claim for bonus is finally settled for the year 

1976-77 . 
4. The parties agree to file this Settlement before the 

Hon ble Industrial Tribunal- cum -Labour Court in Re 
Perence No. IT - 24 / 78 € for a consent award in terms 
of this Settlement. 


The worsman was appointed from 13-5-1975 by the em 
ployer to fill up one of the permanent vacancies ; at the time 
of appointnent he was not given a written appointment 
order, but was given to understand verbally that his appoint 
ment was of a permanent nature and against a permanent 
vacancy . His appointment letter No. HO / 231, dated 30-7-75 , 
stated that his appointment was against a " purely temporary 
vacancy for one month " at their Margao Branch and that 
the services of the workman " will stand automatically termi. 
nated on the expiry of one month if not terminated earlier " , 
However , the workman had already worked for 2 and half 
months when he was given the said letter and continued 
to be in their service thereafter without any break . It was 
also stated in the said letter that the workman had to pass 
a written and oral test the employer would hold sometime 
in future to qualify for his appointment " in regruar service " . 
The workrian , however, was given to understand that the 
tests were just a formality and would not affect his employ 
ment. The workman appeared for the written test and was 
declared successful. Then , he was called for an interview on 
10-12-75 for which he appeared . He continued in the service 
of the employer - uninterrupted from 13-5-75 , date of his 
appointment, but suddenly he was served with a letter 
No. HO / 1445 , dated 26-11-75 , terminating his services with 
effect from 29-11-75 after office hours . The workman , 
however, continued in service even after that , date . He 
addressed a letter dated 1-12-75 requesting the employer 
to rescind the illegal and wrongful decision to terminate his 
services , but without any success . The employer verbally 
terminated his services with effect from 2-12-75 . Then 116 
filed an appeal before the Labour Court under Section 40 . 
of the Shops and Establishments Act 1975 and , in the course 
of the proceedings of the appeal, both the parties agreed to 
refer the matter to this Tribunal for adjudication . Hence , 
this reference . The workman has prayed that his termination 
of service by the employer , being illegal, has to be set aside 
and the workman reinstated with full back wages and other 
benefits and continuity of services since 2-12-75 . 

3. The employer , in its written statement, submits that 
the workman was appointed in a purely temporary vacancy 
from time to time ; that the procedure laid down by the bank

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expiry of that period , if not terminated earlier ; it was further 
stated that he will be called for a written test to be held 
shortly and his absorption in regulai , services.. of the bank 
will solely depend on his passing the written and the oral 
test and also ranking in the examination . That, after the 
receipt of " the letter Exh . W - 1, he and his brother, who 
had arranged the employment for him , contacted the Mana 
ger , who, assured them that they should not worry about 
the employment, the letter was a mere formality and only 
for the purpose of record. Then , he received the letter Exh . 
W - 3 colly , for the written test ; at this time, again he and 
his brother contacted the Manager , who gave them the same 
assurance saying that they were only complying with for 
inalities and the employment did not depend upon the test 
which was a mere formality . After the written test , he was 
called for the oral test by letter Exh . W - 4 . Then , some 
days after, his services were terminated by letter Exh . W - 2 
with effect from 29-11-75 , although he was actually relieved 
only on 3-12-1975 . 


for recruitment on permanent basis is different from the one 
prescribed for recruitment on temporary basis . The tem 
porary workmen are entitled to appear for a competitive 
test :- alongwith other candidates whenever permanent 
vacancies exist; the selection is made purely on merits in the 
competitive test and no advantage is given to the temporary 
employee over the other candidate . 

In the month of February , 1975 , the Bank called by an 
advertisement all the eligible candidates to apply for the 
posts to be filled in by the bank , after a competitive exami 
nation and interview ; the Bank also wrote to the local 
employment exchange to send a list of suitable candidates ; 
the Bank never filled any permanent vacancy unless a com 
petitive examination and iterview were taken ; in this transi 
tory period , to cope up with the work , the Bank engaged 
a number of temporary employees including the workman . 
The workman was employed on the clear understanding that 
his absorption in the permanent vacancy would be made only 
upon his getting through the competitive examination which 
includes interview . The Bank received 85 applications of 
candidates for 25 permanant vacancies . Out of these candi 
dates , 65 appeared for the written examination . From the 
written examination the Bank found that 10 candidates 
cannot be called for interview , as they did not qualify in view 
of their not acquiring 40 percent marks, the standard laid 
down by the Bank , The Bank thereafter called the successful 
candidates for interview . Out of the candidates that passed 
in the written tests , the workman was one of them . In the 
interview , however , the workman was found not upto the 
mark and as such was not selected to fill the permanent 
vacancy . As the Bank found 39 candidates suitable for filling 
the permanant vacancies and as all the vacancies including 
the temporary vacancies in the earlier period were made 
permanent , the successful candidates were provided em 
ployment to the extent the Bank was in need of them . The 
procedure laid down for the selection of the candidates was 
followed without any discrimination . The Bank further sub 
mits that while selecting the candidates for the permanent 
posts, the procedure laid by the Bank was a normal procedure 
that any organisation would adopt for filling its permanent 
vacancies. The Bank further submits that the temporary 
employees , who were working with the Bank as on 21-9-75 , 
were allowed to appear for the written test and the successful 
candidates from the temporary employees ( such candidates 
who secured 40 percent marks and came upto the mark in 
interview by the Bank ) were also absorbed in permanent 
post . The final selection of the candidates was strictly on 
merit. The workman , having failed to come upto the standard, 
had no lien on the permanent job with the Bank . 


7. This contention of the workman , which is supported by 
his brother Hari, who has also given his statement in this 
Tribunal, is denied by the Chief Executive Officer of the 
Bank , Shri Somnath Kamat, whose statement was also re 
corded before this Tribunal. 


8. It is an admitted fact that the workman was appointed 
to the post on 13-5-1979 and that, at the time of appointment, 
no letter of appointment was issued to him ; the letter Exh . 
W - 1 was subsequently issued on 30-7-1975 with retrospective 
effect ; ij this letter as we saw above, it is clearly mentioned 
that the workman s appointment is for a temporary vacancy 
and the workman could be absorbed in regular services 
only after undergoing successfully the written and oral 
test, to be held in due time. It is further stated in this 
letter that the workman did not have any lien on the post 
and will not get any preference for being appointed in the 
regular service if his performance in the test is not to the 
satisfaction of the Bank . The witness Shri Kamat has denied , 
in his statement, that any. assurance was given to the work 
inan that the test was a mere formality and he should not 
worry about it . 


-- 


There is no provision in the service rules of the Bank to 
engage a temporary workman as a permanent employee 
authomatically , merely because the temporary employee was 
working with the Bank . The Bank , for quite a long time, 
have been recruiting employees in the permanent vacancies 
by following the procedure referred to above . The Bank 
also submits that the procedure laid down by the Bank for 
engaging permanent employees is beyond reproach and cannot 
be attacked as malafide. The Bank , therefore , submits that 
the termination of services of the workman is in conformity 
with the contract of employment and as such reasonable , 
proper , legal and bonafide . It is also submitted that no case 
has been made out by the workman to warrant the relief of 
reinstatement. The Bank respectfully submits that there is 
no vacancy existing as on 5-2-1976 . 


9. It is also admitted that the workman appeared for the 
written test in which he passed and then was called for 
the oral test ( interview ) in which , according to the witness 
Shri Kamnat, he failed . This witness has produced the list 
of all 85 candidates called for the written test ( Exh . M - 1 ) and 
the list ( Exh . M - 2 ) of 55 candidates out of the 85 called 
for the interview ; he has also produced the list of the selected 
candidates after the interview . From this last list it is shown 
that 3 temporary employees of the Bank , including the work 
man herein , were elliminated after the interview , as their 
performance was unsatisfactory . The witness has further 
stated that the practice of taking temporary employees and 
then having the test and interview for them existed in the 
past for quite sometime in the Bank and , to prove this, he 
has procuced the appointment letter of one Shri Rajendra 
Borcar dated 22-4-74 , which is similar in its contents to 
Exh . W - 1. The mere fact that the temporary appointment 
of the workman , although initially for the period of one 
month , yras subsequently extended , on oral instructions, for 
further periods till the date of the termination of his services 
cannot give any right to the workman to the job in question , 
If his appointment, from the beginning , was for a permanent 
post he should not have accepted the appointment letter Exh . 
W - 1 , noi submitted himself for the written and oral test 
and fought his case on the basis of the alleged assurance 
given to him by the Management. By not having done so , 
he has accepted the conditions laid down in his appointment 
letter Exh , W - 1 and, therefore , has to accept also his failure 
in the oral test . 


The Bank has denied the allegations in contrary made by 
the workman in his statement of claim . 


1. In his rejoinder , the workman has denied, the allegations 
made by the employer which are inconsistent with what 
is stated in the statement of claim . 


5. As the Tribunal felt that no additional issues arise 
(vide rosnama dated 5-11-77 ) the matter was posted for 
evidence. The employer examined one witness and the work 
man s representative examined the workman and one witness . 
Both the parties representatives argued the matter. 


10. It was for the workman to prove all the allegations 
made by him in respect of the assurances given by the Mana 
gement and earlier practice as existing in the Bank , as alleged 
by him , which he has failed to prove . On the other side, the 
employer has proved that the practice of holding test is in 
existence in the Bank atleast from 1974 ( vide the letter of 
appointment of Rajendra Borcar ) and that while conducting 
the test there was no discrimination since 3 temporary em 
ployees of the Bank were elliminated while other temporary 
employees alongwith some outsiders were admitted . 


6. In his statement before the Tribunal, the workman 
has stated that, at the time of his appointment, he was 
not issued an appointment letter but given to understand 
that his appointment was to fill a permanent vacancy ; 
however, subsequently, an appointment letter dated 30-7-75 
(Exh . W - 1 ) was issued , wherein it was stated that the ap 
pointment was of a temporary nature, for one montil, at 
Margao and will stand automatically terminated on the 


11. In the aforementioned circumstances , I pass the fol 
lowing Order :

The discharge of tha workman by the Bank from 2-12-74 
is legal and justified . I leave each party to bear its own Costs 
in the circumstances of this case.
